prices  paid  for  i^erican  a-^)-'oles  at  the  auction  in  Liverpool  on 
Wednesday,  Secemoer  1,  shov;  a  distinct  improvement  for  all  barreled  var- 
ieties, acoordir^  to  quotr-ajtions  cabled  by  Mr,  Edv/in  Smith,  the  Depart- 
ment's Eruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Yellow  Nerrtonns  from  Oregon,  the 
only  boxed  variety  quoted  in  the  cable,  brought  slightly  lower  prices 
compared  with  last  week's  auction.    Eliode  Island  G-reonings  again  topped 
the  market,  A-2-|  inch  fruit  selling  at  from  $5.72  to  $6.57  per  barrel 
as  compared  with  1.^5.35  to  06. 08  paid  for  A.-2  I'i  inch  fruit  last  week. 
The  weather  during  the  week  was  cool  and  cloudy,  which  is  an  aversge 
condition  for  fruit  consumotion. 

Only  moderate  supiDlies  of  Virginia  York  Imperials  were  available 
for  the  V.'ednesday  auction,  the  demand  for  that  variety  showing  consider- 
able improvement,  A-2  1/2  inch  fruit  bringing  from  $3.89  to  $4.52  per 
barrel  as  against  $3.53  to  S4.01  last  week.    Virginia  Ben  Davis  and  Gano-s , 
Uew  Y''r>  and  Maine  3a?.dwins  and  Ehode  Island  G-resnings  from  Ue^'  York  were 
all  in  light  supply.     There  was  a  good  demand  for  New  York  Rhode  Island 
Greenings  and  for  Maine  Baldwins,  but  only  a  moderate  demand  for  the  other 
barreled  varietic3.     Supplies  of  Virginia  Stayr.:an  Wiziesaps  were  in  excess 
of  demand  and  sold  moderately  from  $3.39  to  $4.14  per-  barrel. 

British  auction  sUDplies  in  general  are  light  but  stocks  in  the 
hands  of  jobbers  and  retailers  are  heavy,  states  Mr.  Smith.  Supplies 
of  good  English  apples  are  entirely  cleared  up.     The  market  is  steady 
on  cooking  apples  but  weak  en  the  dessert  varieties.     The  demand  in 
the  English  and  German  t>r,iket  from  the  Ist  to  the  15th  of  December  is 
expected  to  be  materiaiiy  affected  by  the  large  supplies  of  Pacific 
Coast  apples  which  are  scheduled  to  arrive  via  the  Panama  Canal  in  the 
near  future,  states  Mr.  Smith.
